SOME ERRORS CORRECTED. 


In the historical article on Calgary in 
} the Dominion I|lustrated several avoidable 
; errors occur, 

It 1s stated, for instance, that the 
civilian pioneers of the place were I. G. 
Baker & Co., fur traders; the Hudeon's 
Bay Co. should have been included in the 
statement. 

It is alleged that it was only in 1881 

j that any important additions were made 
j to the log buildings of the fur traders. and 
that in that year Mr. Fraser of the Hud- 
son's Bay Co.. put up a leg building on 
the East side of the Bow opposite the fort. 
The building referred to was on the east 
side of the Elbow, not the Bow, and was 
erected by Mr. Bunn, of the Hudson's Bay 
Co., pot Mr. Fraser, and in 1876, not 1881. 

Speaking of lands acquired by Col, Ir- 
vine and Capt. Stewart beyond the Elbow, 

the Dominion I!!ustrated refers to, them ag 
having been ‘‘pre-empted"’ by Mr. Denny; 
as a matter of fact, Mr. Denny squatted on 
the iract which those gentlemen purchased 
from him. 

The D, L., also says that before the close 
of 1883 there were not far from 200 tuild- 
ings of all descriptions in the present 
town site: for 1883 read 1884; anu an error 
of a similar kind occurs when speaking of 
the 8rd of December 1883 as the date of 
the first election of Mayor and Councillors, 
In this case read **1884.""
